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FIVE CENT THIRD ISSUE 
Spencer Morton Clark Notes 


Spencer M. Clark, who was a Civil Service Engineer, was appointed to the position of Chief Clerk at the Na¬ 
tional Currency Bureau (the predecessor to the Bureau of Engraving and Printing) located (at the time) in the 
Treasury Department. He was a man of many talents; superb inventor, tireless organizer, and also a very compe¬ 
tent administrator. 

Clark made one Big mistake by putting his own portrait on the new five cent third issue notes of Fractional Cur¬ 
rency. This Five Cent note has the distinction of being the only note whose design forced Congress to pass a MA¬ 
JOR piece of legislation. The outraged Congress promptly passed the law of April 7th 1866, forbidding portrayal 
of a living person on any US Notes or Bonds! Then you say how about the Fessender 25 cent and Spinner 50 cent 
notes? Both were issued before April 7th 1866. Fessender started February 1865 and Spinner notes started Janu¬ 
ary 1866. The law “Section 12” in part said that if the plates had already been prepared, then the notes could be 
issued. The Grant/Sherman Notes were not issued since the those plates were not yet prepared. The decision was 
also made to abolish the five cent denomination of Fractional Currency. Shortly thereafter, the Act of May 17, 
1866 directed that the nickel five cent piece be issued in quantities sufficient to redeem the outstanding five cent 
notes. As of June 1884 10.5 million had been redeemed, which still left over 2.5 million outstanding. 

From January 1865 to early April 1866 some 13,140,055 notes were issued. For the first time plate position let¬ 
ters were used. On each 16-subject sheet (four rows, four columns) the column of notes at the far left shows a 
small letter “A” on each of these four notes. It is printed on the left side of the note just below midway down. 
They are therefore three times more scarce than the other twelve notes without the letter “A”. 


There are Four Varieties: 


Red Backs without “A” FR1236, with letter “A” FR1237, and Green Backs without “A” FR1238, and with letter 
“A” FR1239. The Red Backs are much more scarce than the Green Backs. The FR1236 notes are hard to find in 
Uncirculated or better and are rarely well centered on both sides. The FR1237 are Very Hard to find Uncirculated 
or better. They often come with ink smears, because they come from the left end of the sheet. The FR1238 is the 
most common and can be found easily in Uncirculated or better. The FR1239s are hard to find nice because of ink 
smears also!
